Asphalt Lake Most Valuable. 
“There are blue lakes and 
silver 
lakes, but an asphalt lake is the best 
of all." said a contractor.

Law. 


A Vermont caso, the trial day of 


which fell on Thanksgiving day, called 
for a legal opinion of tho effect of 
the proclamations of the President 
and governor.

V?'imeuted by the statutes.
